Ne complains of disoiplane or lack 
of it, moral conditions and discourage* 
ment of athletics. 
He said: 
“The joint commission to investi­ 
gate indian affair.: visit I the Carli le 
school for Indiana, at Carlisle, i'a., the 
latter part of last week. The ie .timony 
of nnjiy pupils and employes of the 
school was taken, as was also that of 
several citizens of the town of Car­ 
lish. 
Among til# m atters investigated 
were 
the 
general 
disciplinary aid 
moral 
conditions 
prevailing in the 
school, the trade role and demonstra­ 
tion work, an I the me thod of disburs­ 
ing the athletic- funds. 
“The commission does not desire 
at this time to discuss the m atter at 
length, the welfare of the sc hool and 
its importance being the primary con­ 
sideration. We have no hesitancy in 
saying that the conditions at Carlisle 
are, la many respects, unsatis!actory 
and require carree Hob." 
Senator Robin SOB said the joint com­ 
mittee* visited Carlisle for the purpose 
ol invi ligating conditions generally 
prevailing In the school. 
Among the 
complaints he said, were charisms of 
laxity of discipline, unjust expulsion 
of student , misrepresentation of the 
•choel to the public generally by the 
•rhcol authorities and to th** Indian 
bureau; alleged unsanitary conditions; 
complaints as to the quality and quan­ 
tity of Lite food, and uta* complaints 
against alleged unjust punishment.
